In addition, the University's 
record. 2.908 students come from 
33 other states, the District of 
Columbia, three United States' 
territories and four foreign coun- 
tries. 

Fayette county, with a total of 
635 student representatives, again 
lead the list among the 118 coun- 
ties.

UK Trust Fund 

A trust fund for University 
students has been established by 
the will of the late Mrs. LeUa 
Calhoun of Louisville. 

Her will, probated in Louisville 
Wednesday, provided that the in- 
come from her $44,000 estate Is to 
go to a sister for her lifetime. Al- 
ter that sister's death, the income 
is to go to another sister. 

Upon the death of both sisters. 
90 per cent of the income is to 
be loaned without interest to 
"worthy" University students to 
help them complete their educa- 
tions. The remaining 10 per cent 
will be added each year to the 
principal to build a larger loan 
fund. 



Keen Johnson, a graduate of the 
University journalism department, 
president of Reynolds Metal com- 
pany and former governor of Ken- 
tucky, was chosen by President 
Truman Friday as this country's 
first under-secretary of labor. 

He was elected governor in 1939 
after serving as lieutenant govern- 
or under the A. B. Chandler ad- 
ministration.

how to produce them." 

One method in increasing returns 
from old pastures is seeding small 
grains in fall or spring. This has 
been advocated by the Extension 
Service for several years and as a 
result the practice has greatly in- 
creased — 90.000 acres being sown 
last year. 

The Extension Service has for 
years stressed the value of alfalfa 
hay. The report says results have
